The'law regulating the relations of 


lircctors to the shareholders whom they 
represent has been further elucidated by 
i judgment given by the Master of the 
Rolls, Lords 'Justices Brett and Cotton 
ciini'urring, in tin appeal from a decision 
jf Yiec-Ciianeellor Bacon. 
Tho oflieial 


liquidator of the Exchange 
Banking 


Company applied, under the 165th sec- 
tion of the Company Act, 1862, against 
three directors and tho trustee in bank- 
ruptcy of a fourth, to recover from them 
sums amounting to over £3,000 distributed 
by tho Board as dividends among the 
shareholder*. No profits had been made 
by the company during^the years in 
VMch this money was divided, and tho 
so-called dividends were consequently 
payments out of capital. 
It was argued 


that this return of capital to the share- 
holders constituted a breach of trust and 
misapplication of the company's money, 
for which the directors are liable, and 
the Vicc-Chanccllor affirmed this view. 
The Court of Appeals, in dismissing the 
appeal of the directors, laid down very 
clearly the view taken by the law ot 
their' conduct, 
and
